Rice, Hie Texas millionaire, 
Albert T. Patrick's plea that ail actual 
test be made to prove or disprove 'His 
contention that embalming fluid and 
not chloroform vvaseJjhg cause of the 
condition of Rice’s body was granted 
during the day.

District Attorney Jerom e and not the 
defense of Patricia however, which 
has 
undertaken 
the 
investigation. 
Several 
times daring 
the vChrs 
iii 
which Patrick lins fought his ease the 
convicted 
man 
begged 
condemned 
prisoners to allow his counsel to ex- 
periment on their bodies after death 
in order to disprove; that Rice died 
from the application of chloroform, as 
Valet Jones testified, 
and to prove 
Patrick s allegation that Rice died of 
general 
debility. 
It 
was .Patrick’s 
contention that the embalming fluid 
administered after Rice's 
death pro­ 
duced and would produce in another 
case, conditions such 
as physicians 
who testified in the case ascribed to 
chloroform poisoning. 
It was announced from District At 
tornev Jerom e’s office during the day 
that the experiments to test Patrick’s 
theory have been begun under the di­ 
rection of that office. 
The two per­ 
sons whose bodies are to be used to 
either aid in giving Patrick his liberty 
or defeating his 
efforts to secure a 
new trial are patients who died in the 
Metropolitan hospital a f<w days ago. 
They were Luigi Carabot.fi, aged fifty 
six years 
and Rachael 
W illiam s, a 
colored woman who was sevent y years 
old at her death. 
One was older and 
tho other younger than Rice. 
Their 
bodies 
will he embalmed 
with 
tho 
same sort of fluid which was used in 
R ice ’s case. 
After a suitable time has 
elapsed autopsies will bo performed.

Ind'anapolis, March 30.— Miners and 
operators ol the bituminous fields in 
the Central competitive 
district dis­ 
solved their joint conference here dur­ 
ing the flay without reaching an agree­ 
ment on the disputed wage scale for 
1906. 
Representatives of tho two in­ 
terests from 
the Southwestern 
dis­ 
trict w ill probably follow this lead. 
As a result only the intervention of 
unforeseen circumstances can prevent 
a cessation of work by 178,Old) miners 
after 
midnight 
Saturday, when 
the 
present agreement expires. 
On top of 
this came an announcement that 150,- 
000 mine workers 
in the anthracite 
held will be instructed to quit at the 
same time. 
These actions also affect 
200,500 miners in other districts and 
involve all told 534,500 workmen in 
the fourteen states and territories. 
A national convention of the miners 
will be held during the day to decide 
whether local unions will be allowed 
to work whore the advance demanded 
by them is offered. 
Operators employ­ 
ing 25,000 miners 
in W estern Penn­ 
sylvania. Illinois and Ohio are ready 
to pay tile advance, but a resolution 
pa - cd by tIiq miners in Janu ary and 
providing for a unit 
agreement may 
block their efforts to preserve peace. 


Will Expire on Saturday. 


D ie wage scales of all miners both 
anthracite and bituminous will expire 
Saturday, 
except in Tennessee 
and 
Alabama, where the scale w ill expire 
in September. 
A national official of 
the Uni?'ad Mine W orkers said during 
tho even tug: 
-- 
“ it is a foregone conclusion that all 
the miners whose scales expire Sat­ 
urday w ill cease work until officially 
notified by the national and district 
officers 
that 
contract 
arrangem ut 
have 
boon 
made 
governing 
their 
scales.” 
The bituminous miners affected di­ 
rectly and indirectly by the disruption 
of the conference number 386,500, dis­ 
tributed as follows: 
Pennsylvania, 
100,000;

5 ,0 0 0 ; West Virginia, 35,000; Virginia, 
15.000; Ohio, 40,000; Indiana, 15,000; 
Illinois, 53,000;

3,500; Kentucky, 4.Opt); and the 
Southwestern states, 40,000. Of these 
1 GO,ooh are unorganized. 
All districts have in the past based 
their settlements on the result in the 
Central competitive field, composed ct 
W estern Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio 
and Indiana. 


Final Vote in the Conference. 


T h e final vote in the conference of 
the Central competitive field, on which 
the other districts base their settle­ 
ments, was upon a motion offered bv 
President Mitchell of the United Mine 
W orkers to adopt the wage scale of 
1903, which would 
have been 
an in­ 
crease in wages of 5.55 per cent. 
Tho 
operators of Illinois, Indiana and Ohio 
voted against the proposition, thus de­ 
feating it, and the disruption of the 
conference 
followed. 
Operators 
of 
Western Pennsylvania and the miners 
of the four states voted for it. 
F. T. Robbins and other operators 
representing 
about one-third 
of the 
coal production of W estern Pennsylva­ 
nia, Ohio. Indiana and Illinois, offered 
to 
pay tho 
advance and 
urged the 
miners to continue work in their mines 
•'rrespective 
of conditions 
at other 
shafts. 
A session of the miners’ convention 
during the day lorm ally indorsed the 
demand 
for tin* 1903 
scale and 
the 
miners cast their 
vote in joint 
con­ 
ference for this demand as their ulti­ 
matum. 
Operators of Illinois, 
Indiana and 
Ohio and those of Western Pennsylva­ 
nia who are opposed to paying an in­ 
crease in wages, held an executive ses­ 
sion at night. 
They adopted resolu­ 
tions asking President Roosevelt to 
appoint a. commission to investigate 
the coal situation in all its phases and 
report to the president of tile United 
States it 
findings, together with its 
recommendations. The commission, if 
appoint'd, is to have power to adminis­ 
ter oaths and 
compel attendance of 
wit ne -.es.
